Out of that furnace 
was born the Republican party. From that 
hour to this, when they are at grips over 
the issues involved in the covenant of na- 
tions and the legislation growing out of the 
prohibition amendment to the Constitutgpn. 
the story of the Democratic party has been 
an unbroken strain of blasted hopes, wrung 
hearts and differences both as to candidates 
and the platform of principles. 

The party was divided on the issues grow- 
ing out of the war: it was dismembered by 
the free-trade propaganda so industriously 
circulated and adopted in many quarters; 
it was demoralized by the free-silver issue 
in 1896 that extended to the formation of 
a party within the Democracy, snd now 
we have the picture of a large contingent 
of the party fighting reservations to the 
covenant treaty that were only made pos- 
sible by Democratic votes in the Senate 
| and the organization of a campaign against 
the legislation made necessary by the adop 
tion of the prohibition amendment—known 
as the Volstead Act—whose passage and 
enactment into law is wholly due to votes 
from the Solid South that are Democratic 
under all circumstances. It is a rather con- 
tradictory situation. 

The party was almost destroyed dy the 
War of the Rebellion; it was riven bv free 
trade; it was broken by free silver; ft is 
today at sixes and sevens on account of 
issues that have been made possible by 
Democratic votes in Congress. Twenty-one 
Democratic Senators voted for treaty reser- 
vations that are likely to be the subject 
of concerted attack; almost the Solid South 
supported the Volstead Act. Although the 
Republicans are in power in both branches

N 1860 the nation proclaimed another 

great political epoch of its history by an 
aggressive departure from Democracy to 
Republicanism that ruled from the election 
of Lincoln, in that year, until that of 
Grover Cleveland in 1884. In 1872 the Dem- 
ocratic party was swallowed by the Liberals, 
and Horace Greeley, the lifetime efiemy of 
the Democrats, was nominated for Prest- 
dent that year. That action almost broke the 
heart of the Democratic party, but the re- 
nomination of Grant made the sacrifice nec- 
essary. Horatio Seymour of New York had 
been disastrously defeated in 1868 and the 
party was in sore stress. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of Democrats refused to vote the 
ticket, and Grant was reelected. Greeley 
died after the election, and his colleacue, 


B. Grats Brown, received 47 Grant 
and Wilson had 284. 
That campaign marked low tide of 


the national Democracy. Rent and torn by 
suceessive defeats, with many of fts friends 
alienated by what they termed party ul 
cide by the nomination of Greeley, the Bal- 
timore convention that indorsed the Ctn- 
cinnati nominees was more of a funeral 
cortege than anything else. 

The first nomination of Grover Cleveland, 
in July, 1884, was secured after a most bois- 
terous session, with the Tammany delegates 
under the lead of John Kelly opposing his 
selection. A desperate struggle was made 
to break the unit rule and thus release 
Tammany from the support of Cleveland. 
Cleveland's nomination was accomrlished 
in one of the most exciting conventions 
held by the Democrats through the earnest 
and skiliful management of his cause by 
Daniel Manning. who was Secretary of the 
Treasury during half of Cleveland's first 
term. Cleveland was a reluctant candidste. 
for be was not confident that he could be 
nomfnated, and doubted if he could be elect. 
ed if nominated, but the unit rule in the 
New York delegation pulled him through. 
Samuel J. Randall of Pennsylvania was an 
aspirant for the honor, but as he was a 
protection Democrat he was ineligible. 

Cleveland lost the fight in 1888 by his 
message to Congress the year before mak- 
ing the tariff question the sole issue before 
the country. But he would have succeeded 
only for the perfidy of Tammany. David R. 
Hill carried the State of New York for Gov- 
ernor by 19,171 majority, and Cleveland last 
the State by 14.373. Tammany anf Charlies 
Dana of the Sun, which was then the Tam- 
many organ, had their revenge. 

IV. 

UT it was in 1896 that there was the 
greatest exhibition of daylight fire- 
works in the history of the national Democ- 
racy. The convehtion was held in the city 
of Chicago July 10. The Republican conven- 
tion that had nominated McKinley and o- 
bart in St. Louls the month previous had 
deciared in favor of the gold standard, but 
the sound-money Democrats had control of 
the national committee, with William F. 
Harrity as chairman, whose duty it was to 
call the convention to order. The “rst

The sun of William Jennings Brvan rose 
on the second day of the convention with 
the report of the Committee on Credentials 
that seated the Bryan delegation from Ne- 
braska and drove four sound-money dele- 
gates from Michigan out of the convention 
and gave their seats to freesilver men. 
Senator Stephen M. White of California was 
made permanent chairman. 

The platform as usual was adopted before 
the nomination of the ticket, and that occa- 
sion brought out the eloquent and dramatic 
address of Mr. Bryan. His “crown-of-thorns” 
speech captured the convention. He had 
entered the convention in the lowly role of 
a contesting delegate besging for a seat 
and retired with the nomination of his party 
for the highest office within its gift.
